RICHLAND, Wash,—-The story of 
Richland is the tale of a modern 
city, Slightly over ten years ayo 
Richland, Washington didn’t even 
exist, 

In 1944, where the city now 
stands in southeastern Washington, 
there was a semiarid wasteland.

Richland was built to house the 
workers of the secret Hanford 
Works, which was to produce plu- 
tonium for atom bombs, The town 
was built and operated by the 
duPont Company for the U.S.

| Atomic Energy Commission, 


The city has a complete, inte- 
grated medical service, including 
publie health, industrial medicine, 
adequate hospital facilities, gen- 
eral patient care, and voluntary 
health insurance, 

A 106-bed hospital is the center 
of medical activities in the com- 
munity and approximately 90 per 
cent of the residents of the city 
are covered by prepaid hospital 
and medical - surgical insurance. 
More persons entered Richland's 
hospital last year than was the 
average for the state, but doctors 
say they remained for a length 
of time that was less than half

fortunate that none of the students at the 
high school have fallen through or other- 
themselves on the hole-pitted 
floors. Board members have had their fin- 
vers crossed hoping no one would get hurt 
and sue them for damages. 

Now that they have the opportunity 
to repair the floors, they should make sure 
the job is done properly. It is an expensive 


; undertaking and the city fathers are fast 


reaching the point where they can no long- 
er pull several thousand dollars out of the 


| general fund or issue bonds for money to 


put in the schools, The time is approaching 
for the city schools that, no matter how 
badly they need an item or instructor, they 
won't be able to look to the council for 


'money. Without restricting services or pro-

grams such as recreation, the city will be 
hard put to scrape up several thousand dol- 
lars next time the school board asks for it. 
That makes it doubly important 
for the board to get the maximum val- 
ue from every dollar it receives. The 
way to get the most, and be sure of 
quality, is through competitive bidding 
on the work to be done. This holds true 
not only for these two jobs but all pur- 
chasing of supplies and getting other 
renairs made. 2 
What can be done with these two jobs 
is get an engineer from the state depart- 
ment of education to come to Elba and draw 
up specifications for the repairs. Contrac- 
tovs bidding on the work should be required 
to post bond just as they do when bidding 
on state jobs. At the designated time and 
place, the school board with the engineer 


ifrom the state department, can open the 
| bids. Low man gets the work. When the job 
‘is completed and before the contractor is 


paid, the state man could inspect the work 
to make sure it has been satisfactorily com- 
pleted. That way the school board will know 
what they are getting. 

Members of the school board are ac- 
cepting a terrific responsibility if they 
spend tax money any other way. By not 


| getting a .competent man from the state 
| department of education to help them, they 


would be in effect okaying the materials 


| and workmanship that go into the repairs. 


Besides not having the technical training 
to do this, board members are preoccupied 
with their own businesses and could not 


' be expected to devote the time necessary for 


making a complete check. 

“These two repair jobs should be 
put out on a bid basis and be checked 
by an engineer from the state depart- 
ment of education to make sure the 
work is being done properly and the 
taxpayer is getting the most for his 
money.

But Coffee County is much worse off 
than that, Percentage decline from March 
1953 to March 1954 in Coffee County was 
12.1 per cent. With overhead, taxes and 
other costs of doing business staying about 
the same, that means most merchants have 
dropped a big hunk of their profits, if not 
all of them, Some operations are going into 
the deficit side of the ledger. 

Around the square, those singing 
the blues the loudest are mainly cloth- 
ing and mercantile stores. The Bureau 
of Business Research reports, “Cloth- 
ing sales showed the largest decline 
from the previous year’s level (20 %,) 
while general merchandise sales were 
down 12 %. Only four of the 15 retail 
categories in Alabama showed an in- 
crease of sales over last March; they 
were food (up 2 %), filling stations 
(up 5 %), lumber and building mater- 
ials (up 3 %), and miscellaneous retail 
sales (up 1 %). 

“Sales by automobile concerns showed 
the second largest decrease over the year 
(16%), while hardware and farm imple- 
ments and furniture sales decreased by 
138% and 11% respectively.” 

It is a certainty that some businesses 
in Elba “are hurting.” With trade off 5% 
more in Coffee County than in the state, 
it means clothing and mercantile stores are 
doing one-quarter less business than they 
did during March of last year, 

Different communities react to adverse 
conditions in different ways. In Columbiana 
the Chamber of Commerce got busy and has 
all but secured a new industry for the 
town. Dothan is having marked success ‘in 
attracting new manufacturers while En- 
terprise, Luverne and other Wiregrass 
towns are doing their best to provide a shot 
in the arm for their own cities. Meanwhile, 
Elba sings the blues and wishes. 

Maybe wishing will make it so and 
maybe it won't. If the dry weather con- 
tinues to hold on and farmers get only 
half a crop or less, this will be a sad 
year for Elba business. While 1953 was 
a banner year with almost every store 
on the square getting a face-lifting and 
Southern Benefit building a new office, 
1954 looks just the opposite at the half- 
way mark. It could go down in the rec- 
ord book as a black year when several 
firms closed their doors. 

It is time for the merchants and towns- 
people to get together and organize a 
Chamber of Commerce or Merchants As- 
sociation. This group could at least go af- 
ter new industry for Elba. There is an old 
saying in the advertising fraternity that 
goes, “He who tooteth not his own horn, 
the same shall not be tooteth.” Elba cer- 
tainly is not tooting her horn. 


CIGARETTE TAX CHALLENGED
